LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ONTARIO 


The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(0) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. . 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or

On amounts over $250,000 and up to $350,000 = 250 


and an additional fee of $50 for every $100,000 
over $350,000. 
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Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bills 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising 


(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 
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Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bull 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Letters Patent 


57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it. 


Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid. 


Reference to Private Bills Committee after first reading 


59. Every Private Bill, when a read a first time, 
shall, unless it be an Estate Bill, or a Bill pro- 
viding for a consolidation of a floating debt or for 
the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) of a municipal 
corporation, stand referred to the Private Bills 
Committee, and any petitions to the House, for or 
against the Bill, are considered as referred to such 
Committee. 


Certain Mumicipal Applications referred to 
Ontario Municipal Board 


60. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stands referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading.

1. Notwithstanding any general or special Act or 
agreements validated by statute or entered into 
under the authority of any statute, the City shall 
not be under any obligation to make any payment 
towards the maintenance and upkeep of the 
Art Gallery of Ontario. This section of the proposed 
legislation, if enacted, would be effective as of the 
first day of January, 1975. 


2. That the City may by by-law provide at its 
own expense for the clearing away and removing of 
snow and ice from those portions of walkways 
between the public sidewalks on highways and the 
lowest step of the principal place of entrance of 
buildings owned or occupied by any class or classes 
of persons. 


3. That the City may by by-law require the 
owners of buildings connected to the sewage works 
of the City by means of common drain connec- 
tions to repair such connections where they are 
for any reason blocked, and to further provide that 
if owners of buildings affected by such a by-law 
fail to make such repairs within 10 days after being 
notified by the City to do so, the City may make 
the required repairs at the expense of the owners, 
and for that purpose the City or anyone acting on 
its behalf may enter upon such property and neither 
the City nor anyone acting on its behalf shall be 
liable by reason of anything done by or on behalf 
of the City. The proposed legislation provides for 
an ex parte application to a provincial court judge 
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for an order authorizing entry on property to make 
the necessary repairs where entry has been denied. 
Provision is made for the passing of by-laws 
providing for the apportionment of costs among 
owners of the cost of the drain repairs made by 
the City. The proposed legislation will also provide 
for the making of loans by the City to an owner 
who has been notified to make drain repairs under 
this section, to pay for the whole or any part of the 
cost of making such repairs, and for the collection 
of the amount of such loan and interest thereon in 
like manner as municipal real property taxes. 
The proposed legislation will not apply where all 
of the buildings connected to the sewage works 
of the City by means of a common drain are in 
common ownership. 


4. That the City may with the consent of the 
Minister of Housing adopt a policy statement 
establishing criteria for the sharing of housing 
accommodation by adults and children and there- 
after the City may pass by-laws prohibiting any 
person from discriminating against another person 
in respect to any term or condition of the occupancy 
of housing accommodation because that person 
has children who would be sharing such housing 
accommodation with him, where occupancy thereof 
by adults and children is deemed appropriate thereto 
by the said policy statement. Any such by-law 
may impose a penalty of not more than $1,000.00 
for a breach thereof. 


S. That the City may enact land use control 
by-laws in which higher residential densities are 
permitted on condition that the owner agree with 
the City to provide a proportion of the units for 
assisted housing purposes and empowering the 
City to enter into agreements for the provision of 
such housing and ensuring that such agreements are 
binding on subsequent purchasers. 


6. That for the purposes of a housing develop- 
ment, as defined, the Corporation may acquire and 
hold land with or without buildings, prepare such 
land, rehabilitate, convert, repair or otherwise 
improve such buildings, construct new buildings, 
manage, maintain or operate any such buildings, 
and may sell, lease or otherwise dispose of for 
nominal consideration or otherwise any such land 
or buildings. The proposed legislation will also 
provide that the City may enter into a partner- 
ship or any other arrangement with any person 
or governmental authority respecting any of the 
City’s powers pertaining to a housing development, 
but no land acquired by the City by means of 
expropriation either before or after the legislation 
comes into force may be used for a housing develop- 
ment in respect of which the City has entered into 
any such partnership or other arrangement. In the 
proposed legislation, “housing development” will 
be defined so as to mean any project or undertaking 
designed to provide housing accommodation in the 
municipality and includes, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, any public space or 
recreational, institutional, commercial or industrial 


facilities or buildings, as in the opinion of the 
council of the Corporation may be reasonably 
“necessary.

Treasurer’s Sale of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 


to reimburse the municipality. 


These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 


Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 


Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


_ Ifthe land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 


or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 


can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the

PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 


(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 
_ Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
_ of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 
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Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(e) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming 
by-laws, bonds, debentures or other securities, or 
authority is asked to borrow money or to increase 
borrowing powers, the following additional fees shall 
be paid according to the amount of money involved :— 


On amounts less than $10,000............. 
On amounts over $10,000 and up to $25,000 50 
On amounts over $25,000 and up to $40,000 Ts 
On amounts over $40,000 and up to $75,000 100 
On amounts over $75,000 and up to $125,000 125 
On amounts over $125,000 and up to $175,000 = 150 
On amounts over $175,000 and up to $250,000 
On amounts over $250,000 and up to $350,000 


and an additional fee of $50 for every $100,000 
over $350,000. 


Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bills 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 
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Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising 


(o) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bill 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably re- 
ported by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Letters Patent 


57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it. 


Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpo- 
rations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid. 


Reference to Private Bills Committee after first reading 


59. Every Private Bill, when a read a first time, 
shall, unless it be an Estate Bill, or a Bill pro- 
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viding for a consolidation of a floating debt or for 
the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) of a municipal 
corporation, stand referred to the Private Bills 
Committee, and any petitions to the House, for or 
against the Bill, are considered as referred to such 
Committee. 


Certain Municipal Applications referred to 
Ontario Municipal Board 


60. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stands referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading. 


Board to report 


(6) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report to 
the House whether or not it is reasonable that 
the Bill, or that part thereof relating to the mat- 
ters referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, 
if any, alterations should be made in the Bill.

(ii) his residence address, and 


(iii) his social insurance number ; 


(b) in the case of a partnership or syndicate,

posed of individuals the names in 
full and residence addresses of the 
individual partners, and 


(iii) the social insurance numbers of the 
partners and where the partnership 
is composed of an individual or 
individuals and a corporation or 
corporations, the particulars re- 
quired by clause a and clause c for an 
individual or corporation, as the case 
may be; 


(c) in the case of a corporation, 
(i) the name of the corporation,

addresses of the directors of the

PREFACE 
Prescriptions 


A Prescription provided by a doctor or dentist 
in a manner acceptable to the Minister is required 
for all drugs dispensed under this plan. 


Prescriptions for drug products listed in the follow- 
ing categories are valid for not more than 6 months, 
repeat authorization included: 10:00, 24:00, 28:12, 
36:00, 40:00, 60:00, 68:00, 86:00, 88:00. Prescrip- 
tions for drug products listed in all other categories 
are valid for not more than 3 months, repeat author- 
ization included. 


Drug Identification Number (DIN) Code 


The Formularly lists for each drug, the six-digit 
Drug Identification Number which has been assigned 
to each product by the Health Protection Branch 
of the Department of National Health and Welfare. 
The DIN uniquely identifies a drug product as to its 
manufacturer, active ingredients, strength of active 
ingredients, route of administration and pharma- 
ceutical dosage form. 


Each manufacturer is identified by a three letter 
code. 


Extemporaneous Preparations 


In addition to the drugs listed in the Formulary, 
extemporaneous preparations are eligible as benefits 
when prescribed by a physician or dentist. Extem- 
poraneous preparations are defined as a drug or 
mixture of drugs prepared or compounded in a 
pharmacy according to the order of a prescriber. To 
be eligible as benefits, extemporaneous preparations 
shall not duplicate the formulation of a manufactured 
drug product which is listed as a benefit. 


Drug Cost 


The drug products and prices listed in this edition 
of the Formulary are established as benefits. Com- 
mencing January 1, 1975. 
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For injectables, OTC drugs and oral contracep- 
tives (except single entity) the cost is for the 
package size listed. For ointments, creams and 
topical powders the cost is per gram. For liquids 
including aerosols, ophthalmics and otics the cost 
is per milliliter. For tablets, capsules, suppositories 
and packages the cost is per tablet, per capsule, per 
suppository and per package.

The use of tetracyclines during tooth development (last half of pregnancy, infancy and childhood to the age of 8 years) may cause 
permanent tooth discoloration (yellow-gray-brown). This reaction is more common during long-term use of the tetracyclines, but has 
been observed following short-term courses. Enamel hypoplasia has also been reported. Tetracycline drugs, therefore, should not be 
used in this age group unless other drugs are not likely to be effective or are contraindicated.

For greater certainty it is hereby agreed 
and declared that no client of any Partici- 
pant shall have any vested or absolute 
right to payment of any claim against the 
Board, the Trustee or the Trust Fund. 


Section 7.03 


A claim for payment out of the Trust Fund may 
only be made by a claimant giving written notice 
of claim to the Trustee for transmittal to the Board
